Perſon who ſold and conveyed the Freehold, or other Qualification, as to him ſhall 
ſeem meet, or ſhall be required by any Voter or Candidate preſent. 

IX. And be it further enacted, That if any Perſon offering to ele&, or ſtanding 
to be elected, ſhall refuſe to take ſuch Oath, or to anſwer ſuch Queſtions, as afore- 
ſaid, the ſaid Perſon ſo refuſing ſhall abſolutely be debarred from giving his Vote for 
electing, and from being elected, a Repreſentative for that Time. 

X. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That all Writs for 
Elections of Aſſembly, ſhall be iſſued by the Governor, or Commander in chief for 
the Time beings by and with the Conſent of the Council, in the uſual Form, and 
directed to the ſeveral Members of His Hajeſty's Council of this Iſland: And the Writs 
for taking the Votes at ſuch Elections, ſhall be iſſued and directed as follows: The 
Writs for chooſing Repreſentatives for the Pariſh of St. George Baſſeterre, ſhall be

and that the Electors reſiding in each reſpective Pariſh, ſhall have three Days Notice be- 
fore each reſpective Election Day; and that each and every Member of the Council, 
to whom the Writs are directed for taking the Poll for electing Repreſentatives, 
ſhall attend the Lieutenant-governor, or Preſident of the Council for the Time being, 
ſome time before the Day of Election, and ſhall make Oath before him, which he is 
hereby directed to admininſter, That he will make a true and juſt Return of the Re- 

reſentatives choſen for the Pariſh or Pariſhes, of which he is directed to take the 
Poll according to the Rules and Limitations preſcribed in this Act, to the beſt of 
his Conſcience and Judgement: And for the more effectual preventing Diſputes or 
Miſtakes in taking the Votes, the reſpective Perſons to whom the Writs ſhall be 
directed, ſhall, in Paper of Columns, ſet down the Names of the ſeveral Candidates 

ropoſed to be voted for, and ſhall cauſe each Voter, or ſome Perſon for him, to 
Mb cribe his Name under the Perſons Names voted for ; which Paper of Votes ſhall 
be delivered to the Repreſentatives at their firſt meeting as an Aſſembly. 

XI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforeſaid, That every white Man 
profeſſing the Chriſtian Religion, being a free and natural-born Subject of the Crown 
of Great Britain, or naturalized, or made a Denizen, who has attained to the Age 
of one and twenty Years, and is actually ſeized or poſſeſſed of forty Acres of Land, 
or a Houſe or Houſes in any Town of this Iſland, of the Value of forty Pounds per 
Annum, in Fee-ſimple or Fee-tail, for Term of his own Life, or Term of another's, 
or by or under a Contract with the Commiſſioners, as aforeſaid, within any Pariſh 
of this INand, or the Son or Heir apparent of a Perſon poſſeſſed of eighty Acres, 
or a Houſe or Houſes of eighty Pounds per Annum, ſhall be deemed capable of be- 
ing elected a Repreſentatives to ſerve in the Aſſembly of this Iſland, and no other 
Perſon whatſoever, not being ſo qualified, as aforeſaid.

Puty ; no Treaſurer, or other Officer concerned or employed in the collecting, levy-

than one Imparlance ſhall be allowed: And if any Perſon diſabled, or declared by 
this Act incapable to be elected, or to fit and vote as a Member of the Aſſembly, 
ſhall preſume to fit and vote in that Houſe ; ſuch Perſon ſo fitting and voting, ſhall 
forfeit the Sum of One hundred Pounds; to be recovered by ſuch Perſon as ſhall 
ſue for the ſame, by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, or Information, as aforeſaid.

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HEREAS the eſtabliſhing a Market at the Towns of Baſſeterre, Old Road, 
| Sandy Point, and Deep Bay, for gan, Bullocks, Cows, Heifers, Sheep, 
Calves, Hogs, and Turtle, under proper and neceſſary n will greatly 
contribute to the Advantage and Benefit of Your Majeſty's Subjects, the Inhabitants

"HEREAS the F iſhery of this Iſland hath been greatly Injured by Perſons 
making their Sains of ſuch ſmall Maſhes, that they draw on Shore the very 

ſmall Fiſh that are unfit to be Eaten, great Quantities whereof. by this Means arc 
intirely deſtroyed, and all Means of Increaſe therefrom for ever Prevented; And 
whereas by many Perſons frequently uſing to Poiſon the ſeveral Freſh-Water Springs 
and Rivers within the ſaid Iſland, the Quantity of Fiſh about this Iſland is greatly 
:lefſened, unleſs which ſaid Evil be remedied the F iſhery of this Iſland is in great 
Danger of being in a few Years ruined; We, therefore, your Majeſty's moſt Dus 
tiful and Loyal Subjects, the Chief Governor of your Majeſty's Leeward Charibbee 
Iſlands in America, the Council and Aſſembly of your Majeſty's Iſland of St.

| HEREAS, by an Act of Parliament, made in the Sixth Year of his pre- 
/ ſent Majeſty's Reign, and now in Force, intituled, An Act for the better 
ſecuring and encouraging the Trade of his Majeſty's Sugar Colonies in America; 
reciting, that your Majeſty's Sugar Colonies in America are of the greateſt Conſe- 
quenee and Importance to the Lrade, Navigation, and Strength of the Kingdom 
of Great Britain; and that the Planters of the Sugar Colonies had, of late Years, 
fallen under fuch great Diſcouragements, that they were unable to improve or carry 
on the Sugar Trade upon an equal Footing with the Foreign Sugar Colonies, with- 
out ſome Advantage and Relief were given to them from Great Britain; it was, 
therefore, for Remedy thereof, and for the Good and Weifare of your Majeſty's 
Subjects, Enacted, that from and after the Twenty- fifth Day of December, One 
Thouſand, Seven Hundred and Thirty-three, ſhould be raiſed, levied, collected,

tion thereof, no Sugar, Rum, or Melaſſes, ſhall be cleared for Exportation, 
at any Cuſtom-houſe in this Iſland, as the Produce or Growth of this, or any other 
of his Majeſty's Iſlands or Colonies, without producing and delivering to rhe Col-

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and proſecuted in any Court whatſoever, ſhall, and may plead the General Iſſue, 
and give this Act and the ſpecial Matter in Evidence: And if in any ſuch Action 
or Suit, the Plaintiff or Proſecutor ſhall be non-ſuited, or forbear Proſecution, or 
diſcontinue the Suit or Action, or if a Verdict ſhall paſs againſt him, or Judgment 
be given againſt him by Default, or on a Demurrer, then, in any of the ſaid Caſes, 
the Defendant or Defendants ſhall recover Double Coſts, for which he or they ſhall 
have the like Remedy, as where Coſts are by Law awarded and given to other De- 
fendants. And whereas ſeveral Seamen and Sailors who deſert from the Service of 
the Ships or Veſſels to which they belong, are purpoſely concealed in the Taverns 


or Punch-houſes in the ſaid Iſland, until the Departure of ſuch Ship or other Veſſels, 


by the Keepers of ſuch Taverns or Punch-houſes, with Intent to. enable ſuch 
Keepers of Taverns or Punch-houſes to ſue, or proſecute, arreſt, or otherwiſe 
detain ſuch Sailors, for the whole of what they may have run in Debt, to the ſaid 
Tavern or Punch-houſe-keepers, in Eluſion and Avoidance of the Directions of this 
Act, not to truſt reſpectively for any larger Sum then Six Shillings as aforeſaid ; 

XXIV. Be it therefore alſo Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That from and 
after the Publication of this Act, every Seaman or Sailor not legally diſcharged by 
Certificate, under the Hand of the Maſter of the Ship or Veſſel in which he origi- 
nally belonged, ſhall be deemed flill to belong to ſuch Veſſel, and ſuch Tavern or 
Punch-houſe-keeper ſo truſting as aforeſaid ſuch Sailor or Seaman, ſhall be abſolute- 
ly debarred from maintaining any Action at Law, and from arreſting or detaining, 
or otherwiſe proceeding againſt ſuch Seaman or Sailor, for any Debt contracted for 
more than the Value of Six Shillings as aforeſaid; any Law, Uſage, or Cuſtom to the 
Contrary thereof in any Wiſe notwithſtanding. 

XXV. And be it Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That this Act ſhall be 
taken and allowed in all Courts within this Iſland as a Publick Act, and all Judges, 
Juſtices, and others, are hereby required to take Notice thereof, as ſuch, without 
ſpecially pleading the ſame; and ſhall be, and continue in Force, for the Space of 
Five Years from the Publication thereof, and from thence forward until the End 
of the then fitting Aſſembly of this Iſland. Dated in St. Chriſtopher, this Thirtieth 
Day of June, in the Eighth Year of the Reign of our Sovereign Lord George the 
Third, of Great-Britain, France, and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c. and 
in the Year of our Lord One Thouſand Seven Hundred and Sixty-nine.
